Total arrivals in October 1997 were 24% higher than in the previous month and were 
11% higher than in October 1996. 


The number of Western Australian residents returning from short-term visits overseas 
rose by 28% from the previous month to 43,460 persons. This was a 13% increase over 
October 1996. The number of overseas visitors arriving in Western Australia for 
short-term visits increased by 20% from September 1997 and by 10% since October 
1996. 


The number of residents returning to Western Australia in October 1997 after a 
long-term stay overseas, increased by 11% from the previous month and increased by 
4% over the October 1996 level. Arrivals of long-term overseas visitors increased by 
34% on September 1997, and by 16% on October 1996 figures. 


Total departures in October 1997 fell by 9% from the previous month and were 12% 
higher than in October 1996. 


The number of short-term departures of Western Australian residents fell by 24% on 
September 1997, and rose by 15% on October 1996 figures. Short-term departures of 
overseas visitors rose by 13% from September 1997. The number of long-term 
departures of overseas visitors fell by 19% from September 1997 and long-term 


departures of Western Australian residents fell by 16% over the same period.
